Mussolini now stands as an embarrassed 
Caesar in miniature . . . His tenure of power may be 
long or short: but he will prove himself to be a stronger 
man than he has yet shown himself if he can lay the 
evil spirits he has conjured up.” 

This was written m the fall of 1923 and was 
described as the "Quintca-ence of Fascism." In the 
summer of the following vear, Mr. Wickham Steed, 
formerly editor of The London Daily Times, wrote 
about Fascism and murder and what the Mussolini type 
of government had done for Italy, what it represented 
to the world. We quote him: 

It la the fight of right against tyranny. of righte¬ 
ousness against Interested or cynical expediency. 
The eemblance of JustKieatton that has hitherto 
bean ueed to eell the criminality of Fascist methods 
by blind partisans of • order* In Orest Britain and 
other countries, do but Invest with htghsr virtu* 
the civic ooursge of tbs handful of Italian public 
men who, despite threats of personal violence to 
themselves, denounce toldly Fascism and declare:

This 
outrage showed that violence and repression were to 
be the formation of the Fascist system of government. 
This condition still doirinales Mussolini s policy and 
he has embarked upon an expedition in Africa, because 
he realizes he must create an external diversion to 
solidify his position at home. 

Senator Albertini, chict editor and proprietor of 
the moderate one-time Ctrriere della Sera of Milan, the 
leading Italian journal cl its tune and known aa The 
Manchester Guardian, of Italy, twelve years ago said 
in the Italian Chamber: "Among the many anxieties 
of this hour, one especially afflicts me—the thought 
that men of democratic and liberal nfind have adapted 
themselves to this fashion of violence, remembering only 
the antecedent Socialist acts of violence and their faith 
in liberty to be insulted and trodden underfoot without 
ever thinking of the enormous difference between 
abuses ot crimes commuter! by minorities, or by in¬ 
dividuals outside' the law. and the crimes perpetrated 
with impunity by the ruling party that administers the 
law—that party whose chiefs frequently threaten with 
'execution* those who dare to differ from them in 
thought and speech.”

Against the constitutionality ot Ihe /\cl was oasea upon 
its invasion of slale rights. It was held lhal the 
blanket provision of the national constitution under 
which the measure was adopted at the Cspitol did 
not empower Congress to paw legislition which m 
so much detail dealt with matters within the exclusive 
purview of the Males. In the view of the court if 
the federal powers could legislate so drastically in 
this respect there was nothing to prevent the Mate 
legislatures eventually becoming mere ciphers, and 
all effective legislative power within the union could be 
centralized at Washington, thus defeating the under¬ 
lying principles of self-jovemment intended by the 
constitution which was devised nearly 150 yean ego. 

The Supreme Court's opinion was not unanimous, 
tile judges divicltng «x to three, and it is significant 
that the minority opinion was voiced by the three 
members of the tribunal who are regarded as being 
more advanced in liberal tendencies than their majority 
.-.,1 lea gue. The minority opinion was that the Supreme 
Court was not the arbiter of the wisdom of legislation, 
which was a matter of the electorate, and that the court 
should act only with the utmost restraint in declaring 
statutes unconstitutional. 

The issue which divided the court is not a new one, 
and much is likely to be braid of it during the election 
campaign. It has been debated in legal quarters tn 
the United States for more than a century. In a 
nutshell it il whether the court has the power to abolish 
legislaMt adopted by the representative institutions 
elected by the people, ot whether only the law-making 
body which made a law declared to be invalid can 
provide the necessary remedy. 

Some Supreme) Court judges have held that the 
court should not directly nullify laws of Congress 
and for many years until comparatively recent times 
it did not attempt to do to. Obviously, if the 
life or death of a law depended upon the will of 
the Supreme Court alone, rather than upon that of 
elective bodies the tribunal, which is an appointive 
body, would be above the people who through their 
representative institutions created it, and self-govern¬ 
ment in the republic would be very considerable 
restricted. Plainly there must be some judicial tribunal 
to decide whether a law is good or bad, particularly 
in a dispute between the nation and the statenybut, 
it is contended by some authorities, it is for Congress 
pr the legislative bodies of the states to correct such 
legal disabilities as may be found to exist in it in the 
hearing of any case mvotvmg it by the court. — 

Meanwhile, the burial of the AAA leaves agri¬ 
culture in the United States in a chaotic condition. for 
it is likely to cause the reduction of the price levels for 
farm products which were artificially stimulated by 
bounties from the federal treasury. No doubt the 
federal authorities still have the power to sudsidize the 
industry by direct grants, but the collection of process 
taxes op farm products for the necessary funds is 
another matter. Even as it is. the faderal govern¬ 
ment must raise $500,000,000 by some other kind of 
taxation to meet its contiacts with the farmers. Nor 
would a voluntary application of the AAA be con¬ 
stitutional. so the Washington administration will have 
a first-class problem on its hands in devising a policy 
which will satisfy the agricultural industry reduce pro¬ 
duction and keep prices on a profitable basis.

If salt la addad to drinking water 
for workers exposed to high degree* 
of h*at. it should o* added in tho 
proportion of a teaspoontul to a quart 
of water. Th* fluid will then be re¬ 
tained in the body to a greater extent 


with fevers. This is dong because 
fever Increases greatly the rate of 
evaporation of water from tha body 
surface, and water la nece s sar y In such 
css— to replace the fluid that la lost. 

The following foods cantata more 
than 70 per cent water: Reef juice, 
berries, buttermilk, ealfi foot jelly, 
cream, eggs, fruit juices, fresh fruits, 
gruel, leafy vegetables, milk, shell¬ 
fish. string beans, toms toss, veal and 
vegetable juicos. 

These foods contain lees than 20 
per cent of water, aa they are usually 
eaten: Butter, cakes, candy, ready-to- 
eat cereals, coconut, crackers and 
biscuits, dried frulta. nuU, popcorn, 
potato chips, pre tesla, farmers’ saus¬ 
age. smoked bacon, suet, sirups and 
asrlsback.

Twenty-two of 
the boats are thirty-six feet long, 
twelve feci wide and five feet in 
depth. The remaining two are thirty 
feet tong, nine feet wide and four feet 
In depth 

Each lifeboat will be large enough 
to accommodate 148 persons, a greater 
number than the entire complement 
of 118 paseengers carried by the first 
Cunarder. the steamship Britannia, 
in 1840. All tha lifeboats are driven 
by Diesel engines and will ba cap¬ 
able of s speed at six knots. This will 
be tbs first complete installation of 
motor-driven lifeboats. Two of the 
craft will be equipped with wireless. 

The supplies for each lifeboat will 
consist of twenty-one pounds of bis¬ 
cuits per passenger, one quart of 
water per passenger, a one-pound tin
